steppes are enormous Yak, snow 
leopards and 
giant 
pandas. 
In 
China is the Takin, a strange ox­ 
like animal with a veritable ’golden 
fleece’ that 
roams 
the 
highest 
mountain valleys 
and 
represents 
an intermediate stage between the 
antelope and the goat, says 
Mr. 
Andrews. 
Headquarters for the exposition 
are to be at Peking. The work of 
the expedition is to continue 
for 
five years. 
The first year will be 
devoted to studies in palaeontology 
and zoology in China. The second 
; year the work is to be carried into 
Mongolia, with geologists added to 
the field staff. 
Then for the next 
three years the entire force will be 
scattered in widespread sections of 
Asia.
